Well, it looks like the good old days! Candidates, with 
contests!

It’s been a long time since there was much doubt about 
an election, but now here we have a good old-timer fight on 
our hands, with chances pretty good that there will be new 
faces in town office. The selectman’s contest looks like a 
humdinger, with the voters in discussing it apparently inclined 
to be as positive and vigorous as the two principal candidates 
themselves usually are.
